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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


During 1986 work progressed on the town building projects 
authorized by the Town Meeting. The wooden fire escape at 
the Town Hall has been replaced with a metal structure which 
should prove more durable. The front steps with a new ramp has 
been constructed to provide handicapped access to the Town Hall. 
The furnace room has been built and provided with a fire door. 
At this writing the bathroom is ready to hook up to the water 
supply. Flood damage included the destruction of the Town Hall 
oil burner. This has been replaced and a drain installed to carry 
the water outside. We expect this work will be paid for under the 
storm damage formular: 75% Federal, 12'2% State and 122% 
Town. The oil burner for the library authorized by the 1985 Town 
Meeting was installed early in 1986. 


With Town Meeting approval, it is planned to paint the outside of 
the Town Hall, Library, and Hearse House and the doors and trim 
on the Fire Station. A warrent article asks for the appropriation 
of $6500.00 for the purpose to be used along with the $1400.00 
appropriated in 1986 for paint. The goal is to have the Town as 
presentable as possible for the Bicentennial Celebration. It is hoped 
that private property owners will “spruce up” their yards and 
buildings for the occasion. The Board of Selectmen will cooperate 
in any way possible to make Sullivan look its’ best this summer 
and to make the celebration a success. 


The property and liability insurance for the Town has been changed 
from a private carrier to a Trust formed by the cities and towns of 
New Hampshire. This move was prompted in part by the instability 
of the market for municipal insurance and in part as an economy 
measure. Under the trust agreement the Town will be responsible 
for it’s own losses up to $1000.00 for each accident. Therefore, 
safety and loss preventuion become very important--It’s our own 
money we are trying to save.
